details of this program cannot be 
announced at this time, but it will 


involve the adjustment of the acre- 


age planted to peanuts for 1935 
and the diversion of part of the 


in the Association be elected on| 1934 BEOn, available for cleaning 
and shelling into non-competitive 


channels. 


Tentative plans provide that 
peanut growers be given an oppor- 
tunity to enter into contracts with 
the Secretary of Agriculture which 


will permit them to plant for har- 
vest in 1935, an acreage equal to 
the average acreage planted in 
1933 and 1984. 

Growers who participate in this 
program will receive payments 
based on their 1934 production. The 
adjustment payment has been ten- 
tatively set for $8.00 per ton re- 


gardless of the use of which the 


harvested peanuts are put. This 
payment will be made shortly af- 


ter the acreage is checked next 


year. 


Jn addition a producer signing 


a contract will be given an oppor- 


tunity to divert any part of the 


1934 crop to use as feed or in the 
manufacture of oil up to 20 per 
cent of his harvested crop. Diver- 
sion on the part of the growers 
signing contracts will be optional 
and would consist of selling pea- 
nuts to a peanut oil manufacturer; 
baling peanuts on the vine and 
using them for feed; or baling pea- 
nuts on the vine and selling them 
for feed to an agency approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Only one method of diversion 
may be selected by any one pro- 


ducer and the diversion payment 
will be made only on peanuts di- 
verted in the manner selected, No 


payment of any kind will be made, 


however, on peanuts that are 


hogged-down or undug. 


The rate of payment.to farmers 
for diversion would be $15 a tow 
for Spanish and $10 a ton for

Drayden 
Smith was exhibiting one of the 
screw worms, hatched from eggs 
laid by the fly, last Saturday. Mr, 
Smith reports that a frésh cow 
belong to Mrs. J. J. Farris, Sr., 
jumped oyer a barbed wire fence, 
cutting one of her teats. The in- 
jured teat was noticed a day or 
two later to be badly swollen. 
Upon examination the wound was 
found to be full of the dreaded 
screw worms. A veterinarian was 
called and the worms were killed 
by applying a chloroform-soaked 
piece of cotton to the infested 
teat. In about ten minutes the 
worms were dead and they were 
then picked out and the sore filled 
with pine tar oil, Treated in this 
manner, the cow has about recoy- 
ered. However, had prompt ac- 
tion not been taken to get rid of 
the screw worms, the cow would 
probably have been ruined and 
likely have died. Thousands of 
cattle, mules, horses, hogs and 
sheep died from ravages of the 
worms in North Florida and South 
Georgia last Summer and Fall. 
Marvin Jernigan, living north of 
town, reports finding screw worms 
in one of his cattle and a hog and 
Sam Boswell says one of hig steers 
was found to be infested, so there 
is no question about the fly being 
here, so it behooves all owners 
of stock to be on the lookout and 
protect their stock before the fly 
becomes too prevalent. 

Although the fly and worm 
works fast, if discovered in time 
a simple remedy is said to be ef- 
fective. In another column of The 
Clipper will be found a government 
bulletin with full information con- 
cerning the appearance, habits and 
ways to combat the fly and worm. 
Be sure to read it and act accord- 
ingly. It is reported that govern- 
ment experts are in the field in 
parts of the Southern States where 
the screw fly has been reported.

Treatment 
Where large numbers of animals

If there is much discharge from 
the wound swab it out with sterile 


absorbent cotton and thoroughly 


wash the discharge from the sur- 
rounding area wth water, then in- 


ject benzol (90 per cent commer- 


cial) either by using a syringe or 


an oil can, being sure to fill all 


pockets and cavities. Allow the 
benzol to act 2 or 8 minutes and 


then repeat the injection. In some 
cases it may be necessary to split 
the skin in order to get at the 
maggots in deep pockets, but as 
little damage as possible should 
be done to the tissues. Chloroform 
can be used instead of benzol, but 
it is more expensive. After the 
maggots are killed and removed 
from the wound, apply pine tar oil 
to it and around the affected area, 
Repeat this treatment every day 
for 3 days, then continue the treat- 
ments at intervals of 3 or 4 days, 
until you are sure all maggots are 
killed. 


If pine tar is not available, use 


one part of pine tar and two parts 
of crank case oil or cottonseed 
oil, The pine tar is more irritat- 
ing and will not repel fiies as long 
as the pine tar oil. Dehorning 
paint, which can be ordered thru 
your local veterinarian, is water- 
proof and is one of the best fly 
repellents, 


The. materials mentioned for 


treating screw worms can be ob- 
tained from a local or wholesale 
druggist or from a veterinarian,

VICTIMS OF ASSASSINS BULLETS 


MARSEILLES, Oct, 9, King 
Alexander of Yugoslavia and Louis 
Barthou, foreign minister of 
France, were assassinated today as 
the Yugoslav monarch came to 
France in an effort to improve 
Yugoslav-French relations, 

Alexander died of three wounds 
in the chest, 

Barthou was shot in the left 
arm and one leg but he died as 
surgeons labored toward giving 
him a blood transfusion 

The shots which struck the king 
and Barthou were part of a fusil- 
lade of about 20 fired, 

They were shot down by two as- 
Sailants as they rode in an auto- 
mobile, receiving the cheers of the 
population, through the  flag-be- 
decked streets of Marseilles, 

One of the assassins was killed 
outright by the police, The other 
was wounded and captured, 

The visit of Alexander to France 
was regarded as of great diplomat- 


jie importance to France and the 


little entente, of which Yugoslavia 
is # part, 

Alexander had been greeted on 
his procession through the city by 
cheering throngs, 

He was riding in the first auto- 
mobile of the procession past the 
stock exchange when the shots 
cracked out. His car was riddled 
by shots and was the only automo- 
bile to be hit, 

The dying king was taken at 
once to the prefecture where sur- 
geons began their emergency work 
in an effort to save his life, but 
their efforts were in vain, 

The assassin was described as a 
man of about 40 years and a Czech, 

Almost as soon as the shots 
were fired, the French government 
clamped a tight censorship upon 
dispatches of the tragedy. The 
censorship lasted 40 minutes, but 
the news stories already had been 
sent abroad and the ban on the 
hews was lifted. 

3arthou was not the only French 


official to be wounded, Gen. AIl- 
phonse Joseph Georgius of the 


French superior war council also 
was injured. 

All three of the shots which 
wounded him struck Alexander in 
the chest, Death came to him in 
an hour, 

All the street was thrown into 
turmoil, making immediate identi- 
fication of the participants diffi- 
cult, but when a semblance of 
order had been restored, it appear- 
ed that there were two assassins. 

One of them, not immediately 
identified, was shot and killed by 
the police as he attempted to es- 
cape. The other was Petris Kale- 
men, 35, a Yugoslav who had been 
born in Zagres. He was wounded 
hy the slash of a police sabre, 


Several persons in the crowd 
grouped around the monarch's au- 
tomobile also were wounded, ap- 
parently by the fussilade of assas- 
sins’ bullets, 

Alexander I, born the second son 
of an exiled prince of Serbia, be- 
came by dint of successive wars 
first the regent of an expanded 
Serbia and then monarch of the 
greatest south Slav state in his- 
tory, the modern kingdom of Yu- 
goslavia, 

Created first as “the kingdom of 
the Serbs, Coats and Slovenes,” the 
domain's title was changed by Al- 
exander on October 8, 1929, to 
conform to his program of wiping’ 
out centuries-old racial antagon- 
isms among the various branches 
of the south Slavs and knitting 
them together under a new nation- 
al consciousness. It proved a pro- 
longed and troublesome task. 

After struggling for eight years 
with political parties whose quar- 
rels culminated in a shooting af- 
fray on the floor of parliament, 
the king on January 6, 1929, pro- 
claimed himself dictator, clapped 
on a strict censorship, abolished all 
political parties, wiped out the an- 
cient provinces and divided the 
country instead into nine “banats” 
and the federal district of Bel- 
grade, A new constitution, put 
into effect by decree September 8, 


1931, restored a parliamentary 
form of government but concen- 


trated executive powers in the 
monarch, 
In the international field the 


new kingdom encountered difficui- 
ties with its neighbors Italy, Al- 
bania, Bulgaria, and Austria—over 
frontier questions, the rights of 
alien residents and activities of 
Suvresive Yugoslavians across the 
borders. 

The brighter side of this picture 
was found in the little entente, an 
alliance of Yugoslavia, Rumania 
and Czechoslavakia, backed by 
France and pledged to perpetua- 
tion of the international boundaries 
established by the post-war trea- 
ties. From this political back- 
ground the entente developed a 
considerable measure of economic 
unity and Alexander played his 
part in both fields, 

Opposition to Alexander several 
times took violent form, On three 
occasions attempts were made to 
assassinate him and he was the in- 
tended victim of numerous plots, 
but he escaped harm. 

Alexander was born December 
17, 1888, at Cettinje, capital of the 
now extinet kingdom of Montene- 
gro. He was the second son of 
Prince Peter Karageorgevich, then 
in exile from Serbia. His mother 
was a daughter of King Nicholas 
of Montenegro,

GIN CERTIFICATES ARE MADE 
AVAILABLE TO ALA, FARMERS 

AUBURN, Ala.—Farmers in 
Alabama, where official estimates 
indicate there will be a shortage 
of about 100,000 cotton tax-exemp- 
tion certificates, will be able to 
purchase all the certificates they 
need at four cents a pound in- 
stead of paying 5.6 cents a pound 
tax levied on the ginning of cot- 
ton by the Bankhead Cotton Con- 
trol Act. 

Assurance that there will be 
more than enough certificates 
available at this price is shown 
by the fact that excess cotton in 
states that have produced above 
their Bankhead quota amounts to 
only 431,223 bales, while excess 
certificates in states where pro- 
duction is below the Bankhead 
quota amount to 1,639,474 one- 
bale certificates. 

Although Alabama, as a whole, 
will need to purchase certificates, 
some individual farmers with poor 
yields will have surplus certificates 
for sale. If they cannot sell them 
to other farmers within their 
county, they can turn them into 
the national pool.

RATS AND MICE DESTROY 
HALF MILLION ANNUALLY 


AUBURN, 4la.—-A loss of more 
than one-half million dollars an- 
nually.to Alabama farmers prob- 
ably results from the wanton de- 
struction of stored grains and feed 
stuffs by rats and mice. 

Exact figures for the state are 
not available but it is authorita- 
tively known that one rat will con- 
sume at least $2 worth of food 
a year, Conservatively estimating 
10 rats to be the average infesta- 
tion on each of the 257,000 Ala- 
bama farms, the above figure ap- 
pears to be well within the annual 
loss to the state, 

Not only are these rodents high- 
ly destructive and expensive to 
harbor on farm premises but they 
are definitely known to spread cer- 
tain human diseases and insect 
pests such as fleas. Since rats 
and mice feed mostly at night the 
full extent of their damage is not 
readily in evidence. 

Now is the time for farmers to 
go the limit in controlling rats, 
says Prof. J. M. Robinson, of the 
Auburn department of entomology- 
zoology. The food supply of these 
rodents will soon be exhausted in 
the fields and they will in increas- 
ing numbers seek shelter and food 
in barns and houses where grain 
is stored. Rats and mice will be 
a serious menace this winter to 
the large corn and peanut crop 
which constitute their favorite 
foods, he added. 

Excellent information is avail- 
able without cost to any farmer 
who wishes to reduce the loss on 
his farm caused by rats. If not 
obtainable at the office of the 
county agent, the following bulle- 
tins may be obtained from the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture: 
Leaflet No. 65, “Red Squill Powder 
in Rat Control;” Farmers’ Bulle- 
tin No. 1533, “Rat Control; and 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1638, “Rat 
Proofing Buildings and Premises.”

MOKE PAVING—A delegation 
representing the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, composed of Mayor L. 
P. Mullins, Councilmen James J. 
English and D. J. Lubert, Judge 
W. M. Brunson and Forest Talbot, 
interviewed the State Highway De- 
partment in Montgomery oné day 
last week, relative to securing ad- 
ditional paving on the Elba-Troy 
highway. The delegation reports 
that they were graciously received 
at Montgomery and were practical- 
ly assured that an additional four 
or five miles would be forthcom- 
ing at an curly date. This, to- 
gether with the additional mile- 
age that has been promised on the 
Pike County end of the highway, 
will leave a gap unpaved of only 
about eight miles. Our people are 
optimistic enough and have suffi- 
cient faith in Col. Bibb Graves and 
the incoming administration to be- 
lieve that it will be only a matter 
of a comparatively short time un- 
til the road to Troy will be a con- 
tinuous paved highway. This would 
fill motorists’ hearts with joy. 

While in Montgomery, the Elba 
delegation visited the CCC Depart- 
ment headquarters for the purpose 
of ascertaining what had been done 
concerning Elba's application to 
obtain a CCC camp for this sec- 
tion. The delegation was inform- 
ed that there is no chance for 
such a camp being located in Cof- 
fee County, as there are no suit- 
able tracts of timber, However, 
the information was given out 
that Coffee County is first on the 
list of counties in Alabama to re- 
ceive soil erosion camps and that 
the Elba division of the county 
will probably be favored on ac- 
count of the nature of the soil in 
the western part of the county 
being more subject to erosion than 
that of the eastern portion. This 
should be received as good news 
by the people of this section, as a 
soil erosion prevention camp 
would not only give employment 
to quite a large number of men, 
but would also be of inestimable 
benefit to the farming interests 
of this section of the county. Elba’s 
business men are waking up to 
the fact that it pays to “raise 
cain" and go out after what they 
feel 
have. Let's continue to “raise 
cain” and let the whole country 
know that Elba is very much on 
the map and is determined to 
stand up for her rights.

| curve beyond the ice plant, load- 
ing the clay into trucks and trans- 
ferring it to the great fill across 
the Winston swamp, which is fast 
taking the form of a highway. At 
the rate they have been going, the 
vast hole west of the West Sim- 
mons Street bridge will be, filled 
to street level by the end of this 
week or thereabout, 

After lying dormant for several 
days, undergoing repairs, the drag 
line was moved Monday morning 
to a point west of the south end 
of the present levee. A clearing 
fang of 43 men under the super- 
vision of T. H. Deal began clear- 
ing right-of-way to the west and 
the dragline commenced digging a 
ditch in the middle of the levee, 
which acts as an anchor and pre- 
vents seepage. The dragiine is 
row located in the pasture re- 
cently purchased by the city from 
Judge J. N. Ham, south of Dr, 
W. C. Braswell's residence, Clay 
is being dug and dumped into 
trucks from this tract of ground 
and hauled to the uncompleted end 
of the levee, where work was com- 
menced last December. Engineer 
Bryan says it is only a guess as to 
how much clay is available at the 
present site of operation, but he 
roughly estimates that there is 
enough to complete from one- 
fourth to one-third of the section 
running from the point of recent 
beginning to the point where the 
levee will cross Beaver Dam Creek, 
The creek waters will be taken 
care of through a large culvert. In 
case of flood, it is proposed to di- 
vert the creek waters through the 
canal which is to be built outside 
of the levee that is to be construct- 
ed around the north and west sec- 
tions of the city. It is said by 
engineers that 27 per cent of the 
water during the flood of 1929 
came from west of Cemetery Hill.

LOWERY TELLS HOW TO 
TREAT OATS FOR SMUT 

AUBURN, Ala.—It will pay Ala- 
bama farmers a big dividend to 
treat their seed oats for smut be- 
fore planting them, advises J. ©. 
Lowery, extension agronomist, who 
fives the following directions for 
treating oats: 

1. Buy a one-quart atomizer- 
type sprayer from a drug or hard- 
ware store. (Cost about 50 cents.) 

2. Get from a drug store one 
pint of formaldehyde (40 per cent) 
solution for each 50 bushels of 
Seed to be treated. (Cost about 
50 cents.) 

8. Pile oats to be treated on a 
clean floor, canvas, or in a tight 
wagon bed. 

4. Pour formaldehyde from the 
bottle into the sprayer; fill the 
bottle with water and pour it in- 
to the sprayer. 

5. While the oats are being 
shoveled from one pile to another 
give one good squirt of the solu- 
tion to each shovel full of oats 
as they are moved. 

6. Round up the treated pile of 
oats and cover with bags which 
have been sprayed inside and out
